THE WATER SUPPLY. 


Another Important Contribu- 
tion on the Subject. 


PLAN OF J. A. ANDERSON, ESQ. 


The People’s Movement on the 
Water Question—Not Antognist- 
ic to the Owners of the 
Present System. 


Anything bearing on the water sup- 
ply of the city, or suggesting means by 
which the service can be improved, 
and the people acquire their own 
water works, is of great public interest 
at this time. THe Times several days 
ago published a plan formulated by 
Judge M. T. Allen, and in the same line 
today prints the following letter from 
J. A. Anderson, Esq.: 

THE LETTER. 

To the Editor of ‘The Times: The 

tion of the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany and the Citizens’ Water Co y is 
by no means a desirable one. 

Look at the situation of the first men- 
tioned company. Its franchise expires 
within eight years. In order to meet the 
demands upon it for the ＋ distribution 
of water, large additional expenditures are 
needed. The situation does not justify 
these expenditures, Its franchise has too 
short a time to run. Tue chances are that. 
itcannot obtain a renewal of its franchise. 
It it could be obtained; it would, under the 
provisions of our present city charter, have 
to de upon such terms as are not desirable. 
The present city charter prohibits any dis- 
sition of the waters of the Los Angeles 
iver, except on the condition of the city’s 
right of revocation upon six months’ notice. 
Any franchise, with such a provision, 
would be of too uncertain a tenure to be 

oreover, the present growing sentimen 

on the part of the people to have the city 
handle its own water will constantly pro- 
duce such an uncertainty as to the continu- 
ance of any franchise as will preclude the 
desire of capitalists to make heavy invest- 
ments under it. It is, therefore, to the in- 
terest of the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany te sell out ata fair prire. It 22 
can make better terms in a sale now than it 
can after ite franchise shall have expired. 
The city can afford to pay ita better price 
for its property rights and unexpired fran- 
chise than any one else can. It is certainly 
due to the owners of that company that the 
people should see that they lose nothing. On 
the contrary, they should be paid liberally 
for their rights, property and investments. 
‘That company has certainly shown a com- 


the city a good and pure water. Investiga- 
tion shows that it is now distributing to the 
city an excellent water in good condition. 
It is, moreover, undoubtedly in the interest 
of the people, if they desire the city to han- 
dle its water, to have a settlement made 
with this company on a just and liberal 
basis. In order to carry out the plan of the 
people, and invite the aid of capitalists, we 
must clear away all the obstacles to a com- 
plete sion and control on the part of 
the city of all the water in the Los Angeles 
River Valley above the city. If this is not 
done by an awicable arrangement, in the 
shape of a purchase on the part of the 
city, it will result in delay and litigation 
that will postpone what we are seeking to 
accomplish for years, even if it does not 
frustrate it entirely. I will refer to on! 
one question that would have to be decid 
The owners of the Los Angeles City Water 
Company claim to have developed, — 
the Crystal Springs Water Company, in 
what is known as the Crystal Springs, a 
large amount of water that is not a part of 
the river water. On the other hand, the 

ople claim that this Crystal A 
developed from the water of the An- 
geles River, flowing in the sand below its 
sutface, and is a of the city’s water. 
What a field does this question present for 
protracted litigation ! 

. system of water works that we de- 


sire to establish imperatively demands that 
no one, except the city, id interfere 
with or handle any ot in the 


river valley above the city. 

It is clearly the interest of the Los An- 
geles City Water Company to sell out. The 
circumstances that make a sale by it desir- 
able—make a purchase from it by any other 
company undesirable. 1, therefore, repeat, 
that the city can afford to pay that company 
more for its property, rights and franchise 
than any one else can; and I also repeat, 
that in order that the city may be in a posi- 
tion to obtain the complete and absolute 
control of its water system at once, and 
without obstruction and interminable de- 
lays, it is imperatively demanded that it 
should at once make an amicable settlement 
with the city water companies, and pay 
them well and liberally for their property, 
rights and franchise. 

The waters of the Los Angeles River, 
owned by the city, are a most valuable 
property and important trust. Its owner- 
ship imposes upon the city a most sacred 
duty. That duty is, that the city should 
control and handle this water in a manner 
that will best conduce to the comfort, wel- 
fare and prosperity of its citizens. It 
should be so handled that none of itis 
wasted. The wholeof it should be devoted 
to useful purposes. When this water is 
properly developed, husbanded and care- 
fully distributed, there will be enough to 
furnish all that will be needed for ordinary 
use by a very large city and its citizens. 


motive power needed for manufacturing, 
and enough to irrigate the outside lands ad- 
jacent to the city. 

To do this a double water system would 
needed—one to deliver the pure under- 
ground water to the citizens for their use, 
the other to distribute the surface flow for 
motive power and outside irrigation. To 
accomplish this will demand a very large 
expenditure of money. The property, 
rightsand franchises f the present com- 
pavies will have to be paid for; and money 
enough procured to complete the system 
for development, storing and distribution. 

How is the money-to be obtained? 

The city’s capacity to incur indebtedness 
is limited by Jaw. A large amount of that 
limit bas been used for school and sewer 
purposes; and it will be necessary to use the 
balance for —— the sewer system. 
To incur an indebtedness beyond that limit 
further legislation is necessary. It is doubt- 
ful whether that legislation can de had. 
But I conceive that it is not necessary to 
use the city’s credit, or toincur indebted- 
ness. ‘There is a better way. 

Let tne city ascertain.at once the amount 
of water it can control in the Los Angeles 
River Valley. from surface and underground 
flow—from development and by storage. 
Let it ascertain, by amicable arrangement 
with the 1 water companies, how 
much it will be necessary to pay them. Let 
it then ascertain the cost of a system of 
water works sufficient to develop, husband, 
control and distribute all of the water flow- 
ing and contained in the Los Angeles River 
Valley above the city. Then let it invite 
capitalists to furnish the money to pay the 
present companies the amount arranged 
for, and to furnish the money to complete 
the system of w ter works adopted, utilizing 
the property bought of the present compa- 
nies in so far as it can be used; 
the city on its part agreeing, when 
the works are completed, to distribute 
its water through them, and to collect a 
revenue from the sale thereof sufficient to 
keep the works in repair, pay the cost ef 
distribution and pay 5 per cent. interest on 
the amount expended by the builders in 
paylog the present companies and complet- 

ng the system; the interest to be paid semi- 
annually for a period of at least twenty 
years; the city to reserve the option of

POST MORTEM AND INQUEST.

The Wife of E. E. Swanton the Victim 
~Arrest of “Dr.” Lella Latta, 
the Female Doctor Who 
Officiated. 


Yesterday morning Coroner Weldon 
and Health Officer MacGowan were 
notified by Dr. D. C. Barbour of No. 
2101 East First street that the wife of 
E. E. Swanton, an insurance man re- 
siding at No. 1857 East First street, 
had died under circumstances that re- 
quired investigation, as there was no 
doubt but what death had resulted 
from the effects of a criminal abortion, 
performed by Dr. Leila Latta, a female 
physician, whose office is almost oppo- 
site Swanton’s house. Dr. Barbour 
said that about ten days ago Mrs. 
Swanton had come to his office, accom- 
panied by her husband, and, after ex- 
plaining her condition, asked bim to 

rform an abortion. He declined to 

oso, and explained to her that it 
would not only be criminal on his part, 
but that there was great dan- 
to herself; that even if death 
id not result, she would probably 
be an invalid for life. The woman 
then left his office and he did not see 
her again until about 7 o’clock yester- 
day 8 when he was called to 
attend her. He found Dr. Latta at the 
house and Mrs. Swanton in a dying 
condition from the effects of an abor- 
tion. He did what he could to relieve 
her, but she died in about an hour 
after he first saw her. The Doctor 
said that Dr. Latta had admitted to 
him that she had performed the opera- 
tion, and explained to him how it was 
done, by the introduction of a catheter. 

THE POST MORTEM. 

On this statement Coroner Weldon 
determined to hold an inquest, and 
the body was taken to Orr & Sutch’s 
on Spring street, where a post mortem 
was made by Dr. J. J. Choate, assisted 
by Coroner Weldon, Health Officer 

acGowan and Dr. Barbour. The re- 
sult of the autopsy was to establish 
beyond any shadow of doubt that death 
had resulted from septic blood poison- 
ing, directly traceable to the abortion, 
and was in every way corroborative of 
the statement made by Dr. Barbour 
of the facts in the case as he knew 
them. 

THE INQUEST. 
The inquest was held at 4 o’clock, 
Coroner Welden being assisted by Dis- 
trict Attorney Kelly, and. the pro- 
— being taken down in short- 


Dr. J. J. Choate was the first witness, 
and testified to the facts developed by 
thepost mortem. He said there were 
no signs of external violence on the 
body, and,in his opinion, death had 
resulted from bl poisoning, caused 
by the abortion, but whether this had 
been caused with an instrument or by 
the administration of drugs, he could 
not say, as the same conditions would 
be found in any case of blood poison-

bour was next called, 


been committed, and after he had 
given the 1 such relief as he 
could, he called Dr. Latta into an ad- 
joining room and asked her how she 
did it. Dr. Latta replied in a sort of 
laughing manner that if he would not 
give her away, or words to that effect, 
she would tell him. He made no 
promise, but said that would be all 
right, when she told him that the 
abortion was performed by the intro- 
duction of a catheter, and that she 
had afterward given her some ergot 
and emenegogue pills. 

E. E. Swanton, the husband of the 
dead woman, testified that his wife’s 
fullname was Alfretta B. Swanton, 
that she was 29 years of age, was born 
in Ohio, had been married five years, 
and had two ehildren, both of whom 
were living. He told about the visit to 
Dr. Barbour’s office, and of his trying 
to impress on his wife the moral wrong 
and physical danger of what she 
wanted done, and said when they left 
he thought his wife had been per- 
suaded out of the idea. After this she 
called on Dr. Latta, and found her to 

de an old friend of one of her friends, 
and seemed to take a great liking to 


her. Afterward she again called 
on Latta and had an ex- 
amination made. She discussed 
her condition with the Doctor, 


who, she told him, had said that the 
operation could be performed without 
any trouble or danger. He had been 
very uneasy about the matter, and 
asked his wife if, when the examina- 
tion was made, she had not been op- 
erated upon, when she replied that the 
doctor woald not perform the opera- 
tion until she was paid for it, and that 
she charged $15. Dr. Latta, she said, 
had told her that she had frequently 
performed the operation and there was 
no danger. He then tried to dissuade 
his wife from taking any further steps 
in the matter, and on Friday got her 


to stop with his mother. Saturday 
night when he came home his wife told 
him that the operation bad 
been performed. She was not 
much sick, and appeared to be 
doing very well. Sunday night 
Dr. Latta came, and Monday morning 


he asked his wife if he had not better 
stay at home on that day, when the 
Doctor replied that there was no dan- 
r. He then came to town to his 
usiness, and did not get home until 9 
‘o’clock that night. He found Dr. 
Latta there. His wife was sick, and 
he sat up with her, but apprehended 
no danger until about daylight, when 
he began to get uneasy, and he asked 
Dr. Latta if she did not think she 
needed help. She replied that sbe did 
not, and to wait awhile, He then 
went out into the yard to get some 
aches for the children, when Dr. 
tta came to the door and called to 
him to come quick. He hurried in, 
when she said to him that she 
„thought she was going, but she was 
not.“ He asked her what she meant, 
if she thought his wife was 
in danger of dying, and she 
replied that she did. He then 
1 to go for Dr. Barbour, but 
r. Latta suggested that he had better 
send, which he did, but bis wife only 
lived a short time after the Doctor's 
arrival. His wife had told him before 
her death that Dr. Latta had per- 
formed the abortion by the introduc- 
tion of a tube. Dr. Latta had also 
given his wife some medicine, which 
she took from a small case. He first 
met ber Sunday night at his house, 
but had no conversation with her. 
Whatever she did in the matter was 
without his consent. 


Dr. Barbour was recalled, and testi- 
fied to one or two unimportant points, 
saying that it was undoubtedly danger-

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Dr. J. M. Harris, a druggist at 1942 
East First street,testified to selling Dr. 
Latta some emenegoque pills, Monday 
r and described their contents. 
The administration of such pills to a 
pregnant woman was certainly dan- 
gerous. * 

Health Officer MacGowan corrobo- 
rated the testimony of the above phy- 
sicians who had been present at the 
autopsy, when the Coroner said he had 
no further witnesses. 

The room was then cleared and in a 
few minutes the jury returned a ver- 
dict of death from a criminal abortion 
performed by Dr. Leila Latta. 

DR. LATTA ARRESTED. 

As soon as the verdict. was rendered, 

Coroner Weldon issued a coroner's 


warrant” for the arrest of Dr. Latta, 
which was given to Deputy Sheriff 
Wray to serve. Wray at once pro- 
ceeded to the Doctor’s office,where she 
was found lying on a sofa reading. A 
TIMES reporter arrived on the scene 
while the warrant was being read to 
her. The woman was wonderfully 
cool and collected, merely raising 
to a sitting posture, and when th 
reading was concluded, asked to be 
allowed to see it. The warrant was 
handed to her, when she read it over 
carefully, and remarked that she could 
not accompany the officer at the time, 
as she h some friends she 
wished to see, but when told that this 
could not be permitted, she asked to 
make some changes in her clothing, 
and 1 into an adjoining room. 
Deputy Wray insisted on the door be- 
ing left open, and hearing a rattling of 
bottles, looked in and discovered her 
trying to conceal a couple of bottles, 
one of morphine and the other of 
laudanum in her dress. The officer 
then took charge of her medicine case, 
when she turned toward the window 
and threw something out. When 
asked what it was, she denied throwing 
anything out, but Wray climbed out 
and secured the object, a red rubber 
catheter, which he also took possession 
of. This incident is especially signifi- 
cant, from the fact that some slight 
reference was made to the instrument, 
in explaining to ber what had come out 
at the inquest, and when told that the 
charge against her was criminal abor- 
tion, she said that could not be, as 
Mrs. Swanton had died of a congest- 
ive cbill. 

Miss Latta then opened her desk 
and took out two letters, unsealed, one 
of which was addressed to her sister in 
Minneapolis, Minn., and the other to 
Mrs. Swaby, another female doctor, 
who lives in the neighborhood, and 
opening them, scratched out two lines 
iu each, when she put them back in the 
envelopes, sealed them and announced 
that she was ready to go. 

She then locked up her rooms and 
carried the keys to Mrs. Swaby, to 
whom she gave the two letters, telling 
her not to send the one to her sister 
until she heard from her, and also gave 
her two letters, which she asked her to 
burn, after which she was taken by 
eg Sheriff Wray to the cable cars 
and brought to the County Jail, where 
she was locked up. 

Miss Lattadeclined to make any 
statement, but after her arrival at the 
jail sent a note to a prominent capital- 
ist notifving him of her arrest. 

Miss Latta is a brunette, about the 
medium height and rather heavily 
built, with a cold, impassive but not 
unpleasant face. She impresses one 
as a woman of great determination 
and strong will, and one who knows 
how to keep her mouth shut. She

Officer MacGowan say that they intend 
to keep a sharp lookout, and do every- 
thing in their powerto detect physi- 
cians or so-called physicians who make 
a business of criminal malpractice. 

Miss Latta will probably be taken 
before Justice Savage or Austin to- 
day, when there may be some further 
sensational developments.

crops, of large receipts therefor, and 
of the contemplated planting of new 
orchards, Money is rolling into this 
section in large sums in payment for 
fruit and vegetables. From Riverside, 
Pomona, Santa Ana, Azusa and other 
places comes the same tale—bounteous 
harvests of luscious fruits, and an 
active demand for the same at good 
prices. The total amount received in 
Southern California during 1890 for 
fruits and vegetables will be a very 
large sum. It will, however, be but 
the beginning, and in 1900 we shall 
look back to it as a mere trifle. The 
solid development of our horticul- 
tural resources has just be- 
gun. The prevailing high prices for 
our fruits, owing to the scarcity of the 
eastern crop, have undoubtedly given 
a great impetus to the industry, but it 
does not depend, by any means, on 
such exceptional prices. 
mand enough and margin enough in 
an ordinary year. The East is only 
just beginning to know what we can 
produce. What we have so far shipped 
to the East is but a drop in the bucket. 
New York city alone could consume all 
the fruit now raised in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and ask for more, if only edu- 
cated up to an appreciation of what 
we can raise. Until the past couple 
of years, almost all our horticultural 
exports have dropped short of Chi- 
cago. The Atlantic Coast is just be- 
ginning to geta taste of them. The 
people there are clamorous for more, 
and are willing to pay high prices for 
all we can send. 

The turn of the tide has come. The 
outlook for Southern California was 
never better than today. It is better 
than it was in 1887, for then we were 
on the crest of a crazy real-estate 
boom, which could not, in the nature 
of things, last, and nobody could see 
what would follow. Now we are at 
the outset of a solid, productive boom, 
which is bound to go on increasing 
from year to year, and the ultimate 


the arable acreage of Southern 
California. This money, which is 
pouring into the pockets of our 
horticulturists, will be gradually dis- 
seminated into other channels. It 
will stimulate all branches of business 
and this city, the focus of Southern 
California’s activity, will especially 
share in the benefits. 

Now that we know what can be 
done—what our Southern California 
acres. can produce—we shall bend 
every energy to the settlement of our 
vacant acres. It is a shame to have 
thousands of acres of fertile land lying 
idle, which land would, within five 
years, produce annually the amount 
for which itcan be bought, especially 
while there are thousands upon thou- 
sands in the East who would be only 
too glad to come and till the acres, 
did they but know the facts. 

Let us take this tide while at the 
flood, and it will speedily lead us on to 
fortune. 


THE PRESIDENT AND A SECOND 
TERM. 


Recent reports to the effect that the 
President would, under no circum- 
stances, be a candidate for reélection, 
are not well founded, according to the 
New York Press, which says, upon the 
authority of one of Mr. Harrison’s 
closest friends, that he is a candidate 
for renomination. 


According to this information the 
President is not hunting asecond term, 
however, and his consent to reénter the 
field will be dependent upon certain 
conditions. If he feels, before the 
national convention of 1892 assembles, 
that his administration commends 
itself to the country, and he becomes 
convinced that the people and his 
party demand that he shall serve an- 
other term, he will not decline a re- 
nomination. The Press correspond- 
ent’s informant in furnishing this bit 
ot intelligence declared that the Presi- 
dent would scorn to utilize the power- 
ful machinery he now controls to se- 
cure his retention for four years more 
as Chief Magistrate of the Nation. On 
the other hand, he added, a renomi- 
nation must come to him naturally if 
his administration continues success- 
ful, and the prosperity of the country 
remains unimpaired.

The national capital has 
become the sub-headquarters of the Louisi- 
ana Lottery Company, and its numerous 
agents and attorneys are conducting here a 
business involving probably a larger use of 
the mails than that of any legitimate busi- 
ness enterprise in the District of Columbia. 
There seems to be reason to believe 
that the corrupting touch of these agents 
has been felt by clerks in the postal service 
and by some of the police officers of the 
District. 

Severe and effective legislation should be 

romptly enacted to enable the Postoffice 

partment to purge the maiis of all letters, 

newspapers and circulars relat#g to the 
business. The letter of the Postmaster- 
General, which 1 transmit herewith, points 
out the inadequacy of the existing statutes, 
and suggests legislation that would be ef- 
fective.

REVENUE RECEIPTS. _ 
Increased Collections Made During 
the Past Fiscal Year. 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Commissioner Mason 


| has submitted tothe Secretary of the 


Treasury a preliminary report of the 
operations of the internal Revenue 
Bureau during the last fiscal year. 
The total collections from all sources of 
internal revenue were $142,594,696, an 
increase of $11,700,262 compared with 
the preceding year. Owing to the 
lack of reports in some cases, it is not 
possible to state exactly the cost of 
collection, which is estimated at 
$4,100,000, or a decrease of $85,000 as 
compared with the preceding year. 
Tables appended to the report show 
that the receipts in detail during the 
year have been compared with the pre- 
ceding year, and were as follows: 
Spirits, $81,687,375, an increase of 
$7,375,168; tobacco, $33,958,991, an in-

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Another Day of Tariff Talk in 


Democratic Orators Continue Their 
Free-trade Speeches, 


Hiscock the Only Republican to Make 
a Reply. 


Struble’s Performance in the House 
in the Role of the Dying 
Swan — Other  Congres- 
sional Matters.

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) July 29.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Senate. — Mr. 
Morgan presented resolutions adopted 
at a public meeting of Republicans of 
Birmingham, Ala., against the pass- 
age of the Election Bill. 

The Postoffice Committee reported 
back the Senate bill to establish a 
limited postal and telegraph service. 
To the calendar. 


Mr. Ingalls introduced a bill to es- 
tablish a department of communica- 
tion, and said it was prepared by and 
introduced at the request of the Wage 
Workers’ Alliance. 

The Tariff Bill was taken up, the 
pending question being on Mr. Me- 
Pherson’s amendment offered yester- 
day to reduce the duty on acetic or 
pyroligenous acid. amendment 
was rejected by a party vote—yeas, 
20; nays, 27. 

The Clerk proceeded with the read- 
ing of the bill, but only got through a 
few lines when he was stopped by Mr. 
McPherson, who had something to say 
about the first line fixing the duty on 
boracic acid at 5 cents per pound. At 
the present rate (4cents) the duty on 
boracic acid was 78.3 per cent., and 
now it was pro d to make it 91.91 
per cent. ad valorem. He quoted the 
statement of Niedringhaus before the 
Finance Committee to the effect that 
boracic acid could be produced in Cali- 
fornia at 2 cents a peund, so that the 
proposed duty would amount to 225 per 
cent. ad valorem. He moved to re- 
duce the rate from 5 cents to 3} cents a 


und. 
This was rejected 25 to 30. 

Mr. Jones of Arkansas then ad- 
dressed the Senate in opposition to the 
bill which, be said, was a declaration 
on the part of the Republican party 
that the war tariff was never to be re- 
duced. He firmly believed that the 
present period of protection would in- 
augurate a movement that would in 
its effects and consequences surpass 
previous upheavals of the kind. The 
protective system would be crushed 
and cast out as an utter abomination. 
Coming to the question of a bounty on 
sugar Mr. Jones asked why not protect 
the wheat-grower by a bounty as weil 
as the sugar-grower. The proposition 
to take the duty off raw sugar and pay 
a bounty on American grown sugar 
supply meant: Sugar free for the re- 
fineries; sugar free for the sugar trust; 
seat somes for all who consumed it

The next line of the bill ha been 
read by the Clerk, “Chromic acid, six 
cents per pound,” Mr. McPherson 
moved to substitute the existing duty 
of 15 per cent. ad valorem. 

Mr: Gorman said the Democratic 
Senators wanted a free discussion of 
the bill, and nothing more, but the 
Republican Senators wanted to rush it 
through at railroad speed. . 

Mr. Aldrich said in 1888 the tariff 
had been discussed in every field and 
workshop and on every hustings.

In refer- 
ence to the statement as to the refusal 
of the Finance Committee to give 
hearings to parties interested, Mr. 
Hiscock said it bad refused to give 
hearings to representatives of manu- 


facturers of Germany, France, 
England and Belgium.

way Repaired—Water Men at 
Work-—General Notes of 
Interest. 


The Eagle Rock boulevard does not 
wear the same rosy aspect that the 
local public generally believes it does. 
A prominent citizen writes: 

To have strong feelings in this matter 
one needs to go over the ground as often as 
lam compelied to. Ihave searched every 
means of escape from this “barbaric bieh- 
way,” only to find greater difficulties. The 
ignorance and apathy of the public is 
amazing. 

Continuing he says: 

The great trouble with the Eagle Rock 
boulevard is not so much the 4—— bridge 
or the Scoville grade, which will always be 
a serious drawback; nor is it the tact that 
most of the distance is through stretches of 
homeless rauch property, unenlivened save 
by the squirrel and jack rabbit. But the 

reatest. obstacle is the unbridged Los 

ngeles River, and a bridge is, beyond all 
things, as we know to our sorrow, the most 
difficult thing to obtain in this county. 
Fording a stream will do for-pioneers, but 
is hardiy a suitable adjunct to attach to the 
attractions of a road which aspires to be 
called a boulevard.“ 

Now we thiuk you are en the right track. 
Let us concentrate our forces and endeavor 
to get one decent road to Los Angeles be- 
fore our winter influx * visitors a road 
that is of use to the greatest number—a 
road where people live, and which accom- 
modates our present settlers. If we are not 
able at present to flourish in “boulevards,” 
let us be consistent and insist on one good, 
— common-sense road for every-day use. 

his sounds modest, but if the monument 
to barbarism,”’ now in use, can be brought 
to this state of ordinary comfort, then we 
can rd to agitate and spread out = 
boulevards, which in timé can become th 
finest in the world, 


It might be well to read the above 
lines and digest, if possible, some of 
the hard, perpendicular facts they con- 
tain. The Eagle Rock boulevard is at 
best an uncertain means of transit to 
Los Angeles, and will remain so in all 
likelihood forsome time to come. It 
may be better then to turn our atten- 
tion to the present thoroughfare, with 
a view to having it put in better condi- 
tion. This would be a good time to do 
the work.
